Council Approves Pay Raises For Employees 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday night lasted until 
after eleven o'clock with the 
majority of the time being spent 
discussing pay raises for city 
employees. The only other item 
absorbing any excessive time 
was a parking problem pre- 
sented by Tommy Thomason. 


The first item discussed by 
the Council was a request by 
L. S. Rainer, Jr., for an ease- 
ment along Buford Street ad- 
joining the present Peoples 
Bank parking lot. Rainer told 
the Council his bank was plan- 
ning to construct a drive-in 
banking facility on the lot and 
needed some ‘additional space 
to prevent loss of parking spa- 
ces. Rainer noted that the 
easement he was proposing was 
similar to one granted the Elba 
Exchange Bank across the 
street several years ago. It 
provides for canceling the 
eaSement upon giving 90 days 
written notice. 

Mr. Rainer stated that the 
bank would reimburse the city 
for any cost in re-locating the 
sidewalk. 


Tommy Thomason re- 
quested that he be allowed to 
continue using the two park- 
ing spaces in front of his 
Store just as he has druing 
the past eighteen years. 
Thomason said he was glad 
to see the parking meters but 
that this was the first time he 
had ever gotten parking tickets 
for parking his company truck 
in the loading zone in front of 
his store. Thomason stated 
that he was in and out of the 
store all day long, and never 
knew how long he would be 
stopped at any time. He noted 
that there was no alley for him 
to use, and that the only side 
door had been blocked by the 
Folsom Estate. This brought 
on a heated discussion with 
Mayer Folsom, in which 
Thomason stated that Folsom 
had.squeezed him out in the

Kinston Council Discusses Possible

The Kinston City Council

Councilwoman Sara Bowden 
stated, ‘‘We are making ends 
meet, but I suggested the ex- 
tra one cent tax because every- 
body wants something done, 


but we can’t afford to do it.’’ 


Mr. Courson raised the 
question of alternative methods 
of raising funds, and suggested 
enforcing the requirements for 
various people to purchase 
building permits and city li-: 
censes. Ab 

“Contractors and builders 
who do work in town should 
have to buy a license,’’ said 
Courson. ‘‘Another method 
could be what was mentioned 
earlier--raise the charge of 
using water meters. I feel 
if you use these sources, it 
will do more to raise funds 
than the extra one cent sales 
tax.’’ 

Councilman Houston Mar- 


tin said, ‘‘The best solution 


is to cut expenses. One ex- 
pense we could cut out is the 
cost of using the cookie ma- 
chine here in City Hall ($150 
expense for last eight months). 

Councilman Weeks made a 
motion to discontinue further 
discussion on the possibility 
of raising the city’s sales tax 
by one cent, and the motion 
carried unanimously. ; 

Following the vote, Mayor 
Steve Hunko said, ‘‘It's time 
we go back and review the 
city’s policy on licenses and 
permits. However, it is my 
Opinion that the town is not 
Supposed to run at a profit. 
Over the past eight months, 
the city made a profit of ap- 
proximately $33. Thisis good, 
the town should run itself. 

_ Mayor Hunko tothe coun- 
cil that Mr. Foy Anderson had 
requested the city install a 
3/4-inch water pipe under the 
roadway to his property. 

Weeks spoke-up Saying, 
“Tere is no sense in spending 
mdney when there is already 
water provided (thru a 1/2-inch 
pipe). If he didn’t have water, 
it would be our job to install 
pipe and provide him with wa- 
ter.”’ 

The council voted unanimous- 
ly on a'motion by Councilman 
Adams to inform Mr. Anderson 
that if he will- pay the expense 
of installing new pipe, it will 
be done. If not, the pipe will 
be left as is.

DROUGHT 

The best way to describe 
what is happening to crops, gar- 
dens, pastures and lawns in 
Coffee County is to say that it 
is devastating. This is prob- 
ably the worst drought we have 
had in over 30 years in April, 
May and up until the middle of 
June 

In the last few days we have 
had some moderate to heavy 
showers in some areas. How- 
ever, at least 85 percent of the 
county needs rain desperately. 


PEANUT OUTLOOK 

Peanuts must have rain be- 
ginning about July 1 in order to 
Set and mature a crop in about 
a 75-day period. It is verv 
important that peanuts. re- 
ceive adequate rainfall once 
it does start raining. We still 
have a chance to make a good 
crop of peanuts if we can start 
getting rain within the next 
week to 10 days. 

Some of the predictions I 
see call for hot anddry weather 
in July, but conditions can 
change and this could be altered. 
Weather forecasting as every- 
one knows is not an exact sci- 
ence. 

Farmers are making ex- 
cellent progress in leafspot 
control. The crop is relatively 
clean. Coffee County farmers 
are ready to use over the top 
treatments of Dinitro, Butyrac, 
Butoxone or Basagran in 
order to control many of the 
broadleaf weeds that have come 


up. 


TOMATOES 

Large, black, rotten spots 
on the bottom of tomatoes can 
be caused by a lack of calcium 
in the soil. This canoccur even 
though lime has been applied to 
tomatoes prior to planting. One 
way to prevent this is to apply 
some landplaster (gypsum) at 
1/2 to 1 cup per plant depend- 
ing on the size of the plant. 
Sprinkle the material around 
the plant and water. 


Landplaster supplies a 


readily available source of 
calcium. This won’t cure those 


plants already affected, but 


it will help prevent future los- 


ses.

FARM TALK

DANGEROUS 

Turning cows in on drought- 
stricken fields of corn can be 
dangerous. According to Dr. 
B. G. Ruffin at Auburn, two 
things can happen. (1) Drought 
stricken corn can be high in 
prussic acid which can _ kill 
cows. (2) Nitrate poisoning can 
also occur, According to 
Ruffin, heavy concentrations of 
nitrate are usually found in 
the bottom one-third of a corn 
Stalk. When the cows eat 
this, the nitrate prevents the 
blood from carrying oxygen in 
the animal, This causes 
Suffocation and death follows. 
Be very careful if you turn 
cows in on drought-stricken 
corn, 

Ruffin advised maybe put- 
ting one animal in for two cr 
three days and see if it affect- 
ed her. If you turn the entire 
herd in, watch them closely. 
Of course, if you have any 
trouble, call your veterinarian 
immediately. 


SOYBEAN INSECTS 

James Bryan and Jimmy 
Bryan who farm in the Pine 
Level Community in Coffee 
County, are having trouble 
with soybeans. They have up 
an excellent stand. However, 
the dry weather is causing the 
lesser corn stalk borer todam- 


age stands. This insect is al- 
ways more severe in dry 
weather.

Commissioners Encounter Problems 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, June 27, at the court- 
house in Enterprise, and after 
a lengthy discussion, agreed to 
visit surrounding counties and 
look into their method of gar- 
bage pickup in rural areas and 
the problems they encounter. 

The discussion began when 
Engineer Leslie Mullins re- 
ported he had received tele- 
phone calls requesting that he 
move garbage containers to 
more convenient locations. 

Mullins said, ‘‘The contain- 
ers are placed in areas where 
they can serve the most peo- 
ple. For the system to work, 
we must have the people’s coop- 
eration.’’ 

The commissioners discus- 
sed the problems which occur 
with the present system, and 
Commissioner Jack Hornsby 


stated ‘‘There has to be a 
better way.’’ 
Commissioner Bennie 


Beckham suggested turning the 
entire system over to a con- 
tractor. ‘‘Turn everything over 
to the contractor,’’ said Beck- 
ham, ‘‘let him build his own 
land-fill and let him pick up 
the garbage the way he wants 
CY 

A group of commissioners 
agreed to visit a county on 
June 30 and July 6 and study 
their garbage pick-up methods

in depth. 

The meeting began at 
10:00 a.m. and the commission’s 
first visitor was Mr. Wayne 
Parker, an agent of the Colo- 
hial Life Insurance Company. 
Parker presented a plan which 
could be added onto county em- 
ployee’s current policy at an 
additional cost of approximately 
$4 per month. 

The commission yoted unan- 
imously to provide county em- 
ployees with a basic policy and 
not to add on any extra bene- 
fits due to the additional cost 
to the employees. 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer presented the commis- 
sion with a list of proposed 
amendments, and announced he 
was urging everyone to vote 
“yes?! 

The amendment reads--- 
Providing for a Probate Court 
in each county, with general 
jurisdiction of orphans’ busi- 
ness, and adoptions, and with 
power to grant letters testa- 
mentary, and of administration 
and of guardianships, and such 
further jurisdiction as may be 
provided by law. 

The commission received 
a letter from Civil Defense

NEW BROCKTON 
TO HAVE COMPLETE 
KINDERGARTEN PROGRAM 


Because of sufficient state 
and federal funding, it will be 
possible to have a complete 
program of kindergarten in- 
struction at New Brockton 
School for the school year 
1977-78. The only qualifica- 
tion for admittance to the kin- 
dergarten program is that the 
children. must be five years 
of age on or before October 
1. In order to determine the 
amount of supplies and ma- 
terials needed for the kinder- 
garten program, it will be nec- 
essary for all children to be 
registered in the principal’s 
office at New Brockton School.
